CATHOLIC ACTION 
IS NON-POLITICAL 


Issues of Official Bulletin 
For More Than Two 
Years Reveal No De- 

parture From Field 
of Religion and 
Morals 


Rome,—A perusal of the semi- 
monthly issues of the Bolletino Uffi- 
ciale della Azione Cattolica Italiana 
of the last two and a quarter years— 
since January, 1929—reveals no in- 
stance of political activity in the name 
of Catholic Action in Italy, the or- 
ganization around which the present 
Vatican-Italian difficulties center. 
Scrutiny of the publication was under- 
taken in view of the Fascist charge 
that Azione Cattolica has been indulg- 
ing in politics, a charge vigorously de- 
nied by the Vatican. 

The only article observed that even 
was critical of any Fascist authority 
was one of March 1, 1931, in the sec- 
tion devoted to the Secretariat for 
Morality, in which is quoted an edi- 
torial from the Fascist periodical, II 
Bargello, denouncing French porno- 
graphic literature. The Bulletin in 
this case called attention to the por- 
nographic literature and motion pic- 
tures to be found in Italy, and took 
the authorities to task for permitting 
their circulation. However, the mis- 
sion of the Bulletin is to inform the 
members of the various Catholic Ac- 
tion groups of the national organi- 
zation’s widespread activity in the 
field of social action and its issues are 
devoted almost exclusively to this 
task.

In any case the particulars 
of the situation must determine when 
conditions can properly be tolerated. 
| “As the results of such campaigning 
ican be dire, it is my duty to direct 
ithe attention of Catholics to these 
things; and it is in obedience to this 
that my declarations were made pub- 
lic on the second of this month. And 
there is all the more reason for this 
\when one knows that in some circles 
‘of the Republic certain subjects are 
discussed in such a way as to trick 
the simple, persuading them to take 
up arms by declaring that it is for 
religious purposes, 

“My declarations relative to Cath- 
olic Action, which fortunately have 
been confirmed clearly by what the 
Holy Father has just said to the 
Archbishop of Mexico and the Mex- 
ican pilgrims in the audience which 
was reported in the press, will serve 
to defend that same Catholic Action 
from a danger which could be inter- 
preted badly by both friends and ene- 
mies; just as some Catholics might 
seek to make use of Catholic Action 
for political ends, some enemies of 
it, for odious reasons, might attribute 
political intentions to it. 

“The whole policy of Catholic Ac- 
tion is contained in the command- 
ments of the Law of God, and surely 
the whole world would be happier if 
this Law reigned everywhere; and 
true peace will not be had unless the 
holy Law becomes the universal law 
of all peoples.
